of his guilt he had seven dollars of the 
marked money on his person.

Notwithstanding this fact, 


S100.QOO more is appropriated than was 
allowed in the former bill. 


"As is well known, there were three 


projects which had been recommended! 
by the U. S. Government Engineer, and 
in former appropriations, it was not 
specified under which project the Gov- j 
ernment was working.

Asked concerning the fight won on 


the floor of the house for the equip- 
ment of Mare Island Navy Yard, Con- 
gressman Knowland recited the fol- 
| lowing facts: 


"A year ago the Naval Appropria- 


tion Bill contained an item for the 
building oC two colliers to have a trial 
speed of sixteen knots and to cost a 
million and a quarter 
dollars 
each. 


V.'hen the bill was before the Seriate 
an amendment was inserted by Sena- 
tor Perkins providing that these col- 
liers should be built in navy yards, one 
on the Atlantic and one on the Pacific 
coast. 
This amendment was con- 


curred in by the House. 


"The New York Navy Yard was se- 


lected for the building of the collier 
on the Atlantic coast, and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy designated the Mare 
[sland Navy Yard for the-building of 
the other collier. In order to build a 
vessel of this 
size some 
additional 


equipment was required, and in the 
estimates which were submitted by 
the Navy Department, two 
hundred 


thousand dollars was the amount which 
they deemed necessary. There was no 


i doubt in the minds of the California 
^delegation that the Naval Bill would 
'contain this item. 
i 
"Much to our surprise, however, we 


found there was an inclination not to 
allow any amount for the equipment 
oE Mare Island. Senator Perkins and 
myself went before the committee on 
several occasions, and urged that an 
item for the equipment of Mare Island 
be placed in the bill. 
We found, 


however, that there 
was opposition 


from Admiral Capps, 
chief 
of • the 


Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
and also from the Secretary of 
the 


Navy, both of whom maintained that 
it would cost more to build the collier 
on the Pacific coast than in a private 
yard, and alro'that fully three hundred 
or 
four 
hundred thousand 
dollars 


would be required to equip the yard. 
As a result, the Naval Bill as reported 
contained not one dollar for the'equip- 
ment of the yard. 


"It even went further and provided 
that the Secretary of the Navy should 
have power to build this collier, which 
tt was authorized should be built in a 
navy yard on the Pacific coast, at a 
private yard if he saw 'fit. This was 
changing existing law, which 
cannot 


ba done in an appropriation bill, and 
consequently this paragraph went out 
on a point of order, made by Con- 
gressman Bell, and not 
opposed 
by 


Chairman Foss of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs. 


GREAT F'TGHT. 


"The great fight then was for the 


equipment of the yard. I Introduced 
an^amendent, which read as follows: 
" 'For the purpose of preparing and 


equipping the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
for the construction of vessels, 
one 


hundred and 'seventy-five 
thousand 
dollars.' 


"This amendment was oppose'd 
by 


Chairman Foss. In the House of Rep- 
resentatives it is a very difficult thing 
to amend any of the general approp- 
riation bills after they are rejected by 
the committee.

33.—Beautiful In its simplicity is the 
tribute of loyalty and sorrowing af- 
fect,ion that is being paid by the stu- 
dents of Stanford University 
to 
the 


memory of Mrs. Stanford, 
while the 


body rests for the last time in the 
beautiful Palo Alto mansion. A cloud | 
of gloom and sorrow hovers over the 
entire community, and the campus is 
silent in respect for the beloved bene- 
factress. 


University work has been brought to 


an end until after the funeral. 
The 


class rooms and laboratories are closed 
and the quadrangle is deserted, except 
by the groups of tourists who wander 
about the buildings, curiously com- 
menting on the death of the founder 
of the univei-ity. 
The large dormi- 


tories, the fraternity homes and soror- 
ity houses have their flags 
at 
half 


mast and the buildings are all draped 
in black. 


Around the Palo 
Alto 
residence, 


where the body of Mrs. Stanford lies, 
everything is silent, and only the im- 
mediate frie-ids and relatives of the 
dead woman are allowed to enter . the 
sorrow-stricken home. "With the body, 
whicl lies in th.3 great drawing-room, 
are the members of the family and a 
few close friends who mourn U;e loss 
of the brfoved friend. The huge iron 
gates at ,.ne entrance of the tree-shel- 
tered avenue to the mansion arc lo.k- 
ed and the grounds are carefully pa- 
trolled by guards to prevent camera 
fiends and the curious public from en- j 
tering the estate. This order will be I 
maintained until Friday morning, when j 
the remains will be removed to the! 
Memorial Church. At no time will the 
body actually He in state for the gen- 
eral public to view. 
The funeral will 


take place Friday at 1:30 p. m. 


Dr. Jordan this morning had noth- 


ing new to say in regard to his opin- 
ion on the case. He said: "I though; 
from the outset that Mrs. Stanford 
died a natural death, but I went to 
Honolulu prepared to be convinced of 
the contrary. I was not, and think I 
never shall be. I admit that the Po- 
land water incident is not yet suffi- 
ciently explained, but I am still in- 
clined to hold to my first impression, 
namely, that it was a mistake of some 
hind." 


Captain of Detectives Burnett an-

poison Mrs. Stanford in this city on 
January 14th, was merely a plot to 
win 
her favor. 
There are circum- 


stances that cannot be explained away, 
and the authorities are prepared to act. 


Judgr S. F. Leib of San Jose, vice- 


president 
of the Stanford 
boar<" of 


trustees, states that he was not aware 
that suspicion rested on any one, but 
no arrest would be made until after 
Mrs. Stanford's funeral. He admitted 
having som*. conversation with some 
of the partiGo who have returned from 
Honolulu, but as he had not conferred 
with the police he would make no more | 
definite statement. 
t 


Th'e official records, both here and at I 
Honoii..u, must read forever tha> Tane 
Lathrop Stanford died from stryc.mine 
poisoning. The burial permit, uled in 
this city and at Palo Alto, so declares. 
The 
detectives 
who returned from 


Honolulu, however, have reported that 


Mrs. Stanford's death was due to nat- 
ural causes, in their opinion, and the 
department is willing to accept their 
declarations. 


"While I believe ths.t Mrs. Stanford 


died from natural causes," said Captain 
Burnett 
this 
morning, "there yet re- 


mains the poisoning in this city, and we 
shall continue at work on it. I do not 
believe that 
the Poland water was 


poisoned 
with strychnine 
after 
Mrs. 


Stanford drank of it and before it was 
taken to the chemist for analysis." 


Captain Burnett said that Miss Bertha 
Bemer. Mrs. Stanford's secretary, would 
be examined by him after the funeral. 
He expects to receive a letter which 
was written by the 
former ,butler, E. 


Beverley, to Miss Berner' after Bever- 
ley's dismissal from the Stanford ser- 
vice. The letter ends with this signifi- 
cant statement: 


"I cannot forgive the treachery." 
Miss Berner's statement to the detec- 


tives has been given out. It was pre- 
pared while en route to this city and 
in the presence of Detectives, Reynolds 
and Callundan. Dr. Jordan and Mr. Hop- 
kins. 
In it she admits having received 


commissions from Beverley. but declares 
she did so with the knowledge and con- 
sent of Mrs. Stanford, 
to whom 
she 


turned over the money, about 51,500 in 
all. 
At her home in Palo Alto last even- 


ing the young woman said she could not 
discuss the case. 


TESTIMONY DIFFERS. 


The statement secured from Miss Ber- 


ner by the detectives differs from the tes- 
timony given at the inquest, in which she 
said the muscles of Mrs. Stanford became 
rigid, and that she was seized with vio- 
lent spasms. In the statement to the de- 
tectives she says: 
• 


"When I first entered the room Mrs. 


Stanford was standing in the doorway, 
holding on to the door frame, but her 
voice trembled. 
There were no twitch- 


ings or jerklngs of the head or limbs 
when she had her last spasm. There was 
a rigidity stealing over her body, which 
was the only noticeable change at any 
time during the evening. She did not 
seam to die in pain. She passed away 
peacefully. 
She held my hand securely 


without struggling. There was no gasp- 
ing for air, but she exclaimed 'Oh!' re- 
peatedly. She complained of her jaws set- 
ting. I offered her warm water to drink- 
There was no contraction of the jaws, for 
I undertook to rub her jaws to make 
them more pliable, and took her face be- 
tween my hands and her skin was soft 
and smooth. I rubbed her face and put) 
up a glass of water to her mouth and 
she drank it and I said to her: 
'Mrs. 


Stanford, your jaws are not set.' 
She 


was frightened to death when I came. 
May remarked it and said: 'Mrs. Stan- 
ford, do not be frightened.' 


"Mrs. 
Stanford was 
trembling 
most 


pitifully, trembling way 
through. She 


had her arm over my shoulders and I 
slipped my arm about her body and she 
was trembling like a child. Mrs. Stanford 
said. 'Run for a doctor,' which was the 
first thing she said to me. J ran down 
the hall, and so did Mr. Heunisch. He 
was going to the office, so' I went around 
to the elevator to set a boy to get Dr. 
Humphris. Mr. Heunisch remarked that} 
they were all startled out of their wits. 
He appeared in his night clothes and 
spoke to the bartender. It was twenty 
minutes after 11. 


THE DEATH SCENE. 


"The death occurred before 12 o'clock. 


Her hands were clenched tightly. Limp- 
ness came on in her neck and her neck 
was inclined to one side, and I disengaged 
one hand and her head rested on my 
hand. It fell and I supported it. Dr. 
Humphris and Dr. Murray placed Mrs. 
Stanford's body on the bed. I collapsed. 
I do not know whether the body was stiff 
when thoy took it out of the chair. Dr. 
Humphris osked May for a handkerchief 
to tie up Mrs. Stanford's jaw. "While Mrs. 
Stanford was passing away her teeth and 
Jaws were not set. Her face was moving, 
for she said, 'Oh, oh, oh!' and puckered 
her lips to do it. 


"I saw Mrs. Stanford's body on the bed 


within five minutes after 
she passed 


away. 
The position 
of Mrs. Stanford, 


after being placed in bed. was no different 
than while she was living." 


Believe Prisoner 
Made 


An Assault on 


Little Girl, 


SAN FHANCISCO, March 23.—Capt. 


of Detecties Burnett is certain that the 
brutal fiend who attacked seven-year-old 
Alice Armstrong in the basement of a 
vacant house in this city on Monday last 
is in custody In Vallejo. The man under 
arrest gives the name of Frank Thomas; 
admits that he is a resident of this city; 
his description tallies exactly with that 
given by the little girl of her assailant, 
and Captain Burnett has sent Detective 
"Wren to Vallejo in quest of the prisoner. 
He will return with his man this after- 
noon. 
Thomas arrived in, Vallejo yesterday 
afternoon. 
The police of that city had 
been advised to keep a sharp lookout for 
the assailant of little Alice Armstrong, 
and were in possession of a description 
of the man. He had not been in town 
long when he was rounded up as a sus- 
pect and locked in the city jail. He de- 
nied that he had ever had anything to 
do with an attack upon a little • girl in 
this city, hut he could not satisfactorily 
explain the presence of mud on his cloth- 
ing, and as he answered the description 
of the man wanted so well, and as the 
child claimed that his clothing: was very 
muddy when h** left her lying on the 
basement floor, the Chj^f of Police of 
Vallejo decided to hold him and com- 
municate with the local authorities. 
Thomas, the man in custody, is about 
thirty-two years of age and weighs about 
145 pounds. 
He has a sandy mustache 
and di;.rk hair, and when taken into 
custody fce wore a short tan-colored box 
overcoat and a sack suit of some dark 
material. He says his room is at Second 
and Natoma streets in this city and that 
he is a wireworker by occupation, but 
has been out of employment for some 
time. 
The physician attending little Alice 
Armstrong advised the police this morn- 
ing that the child was in a very precari- 
ous condition and would probably not 
recover. If this is correct the man who 
attacked her will be booked for murder 
and will have to stand trial for a capital 
offense.

The workmen in the basement looked 
up in time to see the man crash into 
an iron girder and drop limply to the 
gronnd. He must have struck several 
times before he reached the bottom. 


The supposition is that for some rea- 


son Stiegler •'was looking down the eleva- 
tor shaft, and the cage came on him 
unexpectedly and struck him, precipitat- 
ing him to the basement as stated.

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 


Your committee appointed to investi- 


gate the charges made against the Japan- 
ese in the United States and the Japan- 
ese Government by one of the leading] 
papers of San Francisco in its cam- 
paign to secure the prohibition of the 
immigration of Japanese into this coun- 
try would respectfully report: 


GRAVE CHARGES REFUTED. 


The contention of the long series of 


articles and editorials hitherto published 
is that the Japanese in this country form 
an undesirable element of our population, 
and that the Japanese in their own coun- 
try are inspired by sentiments of bitter 
hatred against Americans. 'To prove the 
first, it is said that the Japanese work 
for starvation wages, are responsible for 
the increase of crime in California, that 
they intend at all costs to preserve their 
old standards of living and are utterly 
hostile to our 
institutions and laws. 


There is not one of these charges which 
can be substantiated. There is no more 
law-abiding class of immigrants on the 
Pacific Coast than the Japanese. 


CRIME AND WAGES. 


In their neatness and cleanliness, in 


their adaptability and desire to learn the 
best that we have to teach, in their free- 
dom from crime and their desire to faith- 
fully obey both in letter and spirit our 
laws, they are models whom we may 
well hold up for the imitation or many 
of the European immigrants who are! 
flocking to this coast. 
The prevalence1 


of crime throughout the State, and the 
condition of San Francisco, with its vile 
brothels, Its open gambling and infamous 
race tracks, and its more than 3.000 sa- 
loons; these and many other things of 
which 'everybody knows are not due to 
the presence of Japanese among us. 


The Japanese do not work for starva- 


tion wages, as every man who employs 
them knows. They sell their labor at 
the highest price. 
They do not, as a 


rule, underbid American labor. 
Where 


they compete with white labor at all they 
do so in competition with Italians and 
Russians and 
other European immi- 


grants who have no more right here] 
.han 
the Japanese and whose labor is 


not 
one 
whit 
more valuable.

American workman" is a phrase which 
jovers in the articles referred to a mul- 
titude of aliens, good, bad and indifteti-

Japanese exert an "unclean" influence 
on American women and the children in 
our schools is baseless and absurd. 


ARCHIBALD IMPEACHED. 


As to the 
second 
charge, that the 


Japanese are Inspired by sentiments of 
hatred against the Americans, a returned 
correspondent, named James F. J. Archi- 
bald, is quoted as saying that all Ameri- 
cans have been dismissed from their po- 
sitions as instructors in the schools, uni- | 
versifies and military colleges in Japan, | 
and that the Japanese Government has I 
enacted laws which are in every sense! 
of 
the 
word 
exclusion acts directed 


against American and German subjects, 
which legislation prohibits any foreigner 
from holding land, from entering into any 
business, from practicing'any profession 
and from teaching in any school or uni- 
versity. 
These 
statements 
are abso- 


utely false. There are scores of Ameri- 
cans, many of them Californians, now 
teaching in Japanese Government schools. 
Many foreign physicians with Govern- 
ment licenses are practicing medicine. In 
the matter of leasing and selling land 
the Japanese Government is becoming 
steadily more liberal.

Coast ports, and even they are obliged 
to certify that they do not come as la- 
borers. 
Tlie peasant laborers who are 


arriving on the coast come by way of 
Honolulu, and most of them were in the 
islands before Hawaii became an Ameri- 
can possession. 


AGITATION ILL-TIMED. 


For the reasons above mentioned and 


because of the influence of the agita- 
tion in stirring up race prejudices on this 
coast and in Japan, and because of itsi 
deterrent effect upon the highest Ameri-j 
can interests in the Orient, we do mostj 
emphatically protest against the publi- 
cation referred to, and particularly at, 
the moment when the Japanese people j 
are engaged in a life-and-doath Strug- ] 
glc with a great world power. We be-; 
liev;e this agitation ill-timed, unwise and 
unjust. 


FAVOR RESTRICTION. 


The question of undesirable immigra- 


tion, from whatever land, is one that de- 
serves 
careful 
consideration 
by 
the 


American people. 
We are strongly in 


favor of such restrictoin of Immigration 
from Japan and every other country as 
will 
secure 
adequate protection 
for 


American labor. 
The 
danger 
at

America cannot afford to even ap- 


pear to discriminate against a nation 
with which1 for over fifty years we have 
been on such friendly terms, and which 
in the providence of God we have had!

question is fundamentally a moral ques- 
tion. Nothing can be economically right 
which is ethically wrong. 
Let us not 


forget our own history. Let us not be 
false to American traditions and Ameri- 
can honor. Let us be faithful forever 
to the highest ideals and the noblest 
life.

St. Anthony, the patriarch of 
tUe Monks, died in 356, but alreaJv 
his followers were found in the west. 
In Egypt th* solitary life was com- 
paratively easy owning- to the climate; 
in 
the west 
conditions 
forced the 


monks to live in great communities, 
under some revered and- trusted lead- 
er. 


"It is the genius of the church that she 


adapts herself to the system of secular 
government under which she lives. 
The 


Roman Empire was an aggregation of 
municipalities. 
The church government 


during the first ages was municipal. Now 
however the municipalities sink Into the 
background. The barbarians were orga- 
nized on the tribal system. Great bands 
of warriors rallied round a leader. 
It 


was the providence of God that had 
provided in Monachism a Christian tri- 
bal system which would be free to go 
out to the barbarian tribes and adopt 
itself to their needs. As a matter of his- 
tory It is' to the monks we owe the 
second conversion of Europe. 
"The first of the monastic conquest.il is 
Ireland. The first great wave of Aryan 
population wus Celtic. Five centuries be- 
for Christ a great Celtic empire ex- 
tended from Asia to Ireland and from 
the Rhine and Danube to Greece and 
Italy. Pressed however on the north by 
the Teutonic tribes and on the south by j 
the growing power of the Roman Empire, ! 
the only independent Celtic tribes at the ' 
end" of the fourth century were to be 
found in Ireland and North Britain. It 
is well to call to mind the fpct that the 
original name applied by these Celtic 
tribes to themselves is Scot. North Scot- 
land was considered a,s much a portion 
of Ireland as Munsler or Connachl, | 
When, therefore, we read during this 
period of the Scots we must remember 
that In ,almost every case it means Irish, 
"When the Roman Empire was in dis- 
tress the Scots contributed their share 
to its misfortunes. • Fleets sent out from 
the Irish harbors and ravaged the de- 
fenseless shores of the provinces. 
One 
Irish king was killed by lightning at the 
foot of the Alps.. The marauders carried 
off gold, silver and -especially 
slaves. 
About the year 390 a young Roman pro- 
vincial was taken in one of these raids 
and sold as a slave In Ireland. He was 
sent to keep swine on the mountains of 
Antrem: but nTter a few years escaped 
and a betook himself to the monks in the 
south- of France among whom he re- 
mained till he -was sixty 'years of age. 
Hearing that a bishop sent by the Popy 
to the Christian communities already 
established in the south of Ireland had 
died, he went to Rome and under the 
name of Patrick a title of Roman nobility 
he was sent to preach, the eospel to tht? 
Scots. 
Ho landed in Ireland in 432 the 
year after the council of Ephesus, ad- 
dressed himself to the high king, obtain- 
ed permission to preach and after sixty 
years of labor died In 493 leaving behind 
him the whole island Christian. Just at 
the time the West of Europe was sub- 
merged in the -barbarian deluge God had 
prepared Ireland as another ark in .which 
the seeds of Christianity and civilization 
might be preserved for the future genera- 
tions."

In the case of Dominica money was borrowed from foreigners, 


the Dominican government entering into a contract to'give its credi- 
tors a first lien on certain revenues. This contract has been violated, 
consequently the creditors have been deprived by force of their secur- 
ity. Such acts demand redress. 
It cannot be urged that redressing 


such outrages is employing the forces of government for the collec- 
tion of bad debts, for the recovery of property taken by force is in no 
sense the collection of a debt. 
If Venezuela or Dominica should 


repudiate bonds or default in the payment of principal and interest, 
there would be no call for other governments to interfere, but where 
property and vested rights are seized and confiscated without process 
of law even the countries where the seizure takes place, the national 
robber must be made to restore the stolen goods. 


Castro finds that German capital has created a valuable railroad 


property under a franchise from the government, a,nd he confiscates 
both railroad and franchise under some trumped-up pretext. 
He 


finds that a French syndicate has erected valuable docks and wharves 
under a government concession, and needing money to support his 
harem and pay his bandit army, he takes possession by force. Such 
things cannot be permitted, and we cannot stand in the way of Ger- 
many and France compelling restitution and compensatory damages. 
Such are the conditions which the President has forced on the atten- 
tion of the country. The rejection of the Dominican treaty is not 
specially important beside the ominous fact that the United States are 
face to face with a question which must be settled if we would avoid 
war and preserve the hegemony asserted under the Monroe Doctrine. 


The San Francisco Grand Jury has replied to Mayor Schmitz's 


threat to remove Auditor Baehr for paying the jury's bills by indicting 
Frank Maestretti, the Mayor's Commissioner 
of 
Public 
Works. 


Maestretti's bartender was recently convicted of voting under another 
man's name, and Maestretti is indicted for subornation of perjury 
in connection with the case. It is charged that the ballot box stuff- 
ing was committed at Maestretti's instigation. At any rate, Maestret- 
ti did everything in his power to get his bartender off after he was 
arrested. 
Ijehind the prosecution of the stuffers is the Merchants' 


Association, which has embarked on a crusade against the corrupt 
practices and electoral frauds so flagrant in San Francisco of late. 
Auditor Baehr still holds his office despite the Mayor's threats t<5 re- 
move him, and it is presumed will continue to audit the bills of the 
Grand Jury. Recently Maestretti had the audacity to ask one of the 
Superior Judges by letter to discharge the Grand Jury. He must 
have had a premonition of what was coming. 


Locating the University Farm. 


The Governor having signed the bill appropriating $250,000 for 


the purchase and equipment of an irrigable farm for the College of 
Agriculture, it becomes the duty of the Governor, in conjunction with 
Lieutenant-Governor Anderson and President Wheeler of the State 
University, composing the commission named in the bill, to select a 
site for the proposed farm. Several counties at 
a 
distance 
from 


Berkeley a,re strenuously urging their "claims" for the location. The 
executive committee of the Sacramento 
Development Association 


has adopted resolutions favoring Yolo county as the site ana the 
Stockton Chamber of Commerce has "resoluted" in favor of 
San 


Joaquin county. 


These demonstrations should count for little, and we apprehend 


they will have small weight in determining the location of the farm. 
The selection is not to be governed by geographical politics, nor are 
fertility of soil and adaptability for irrigation the chief requirements. 
The location of the farm should depend primarily upon the purpose for 
which it is to be used, namely, as an adjunct to the State University. 
It is designed for experimental work in practical agriculture for the 
training and instruction of students in the College of Agriculture. 
It 


is obvious, therefore, that the location should be as near to Berkeley as 
possible. 


Rich tracts of land adapted to irrigation and easily irrigated can 


be had in all parts of the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys, but 
the distance from Berkeley is a bar to their selection. The farm is 
not a commercial enterprise. It is not to be managed for profit or 
for future enhancement in value. It is simply a field for study and 
experimentation, and the further it is from the College of Agriculture 
the less will be its value in an educational sense. 
It is a case of 


Mahomet and the mountain. Since the farm cannot go to the stu- 
dents the students must go to the farm. With the college and its 
laboratories in one place and the farm far distant in another, an in- 
effective condition will be produced. It will be separating the work- 
man from his tools in a way to greatly hamper his energies. 


In our opinion the commission will, be governed in selecting a 


farm site solely by a desire to promote the usefulness of the College 
of Agriculture. They are not going where the most land 
can be 


bought for the least money, or select some spot because of its ex- 
ceptional fertility, or because it may be cheaply and easily irrigated. 
It is not necessary that the entire farm should be susceptible of irri- 
gation or that it should be unusually productive naturally. 
There 


must be water for irrigation, of course, and adaption to purposes 
of practical agriculture, but as the purpose is experimental fertility 
and cheapness of soil are mere minor considerations. Locations can 
be had within easy drive of Berkeley admirably adapted for the uses of 
a college farm—climate typical of the great interior valleys, soil fertile, 
production varied, and water abundant for irrigation. 
Nothing more 


is required. Locate an experimental farm in the. Sacramento valley 
now, and Southern California will immediately begin clamoring for 
one below Tehachapi. Then the San Joaquin valley will have to 
have one also, and by and by the College of Agriculture will be dis- 
tributed around the State in parcels to fit the exigencies of geograph- 
ical politics. 


It will not do. The work of the college will be hindered, if not 


paralyzed, and the expense of maintenance will enormously pile up. 
The several departments of the State Universitv should be kept to- 
gether as closely as possible and the educational forces focalized and 
concentrated.

o". A collation is permitted in Jhe 


evening- 


6. "When the principal meal 
can- 


not be conveniently be 
taken about 


noon the order may be inverted, so 
that 'the collation may be taken about 
noon and the dinner in the evening. 


T. General usage has made it law- 


ful to take in the morning- a cup o£ 
coffee, tea or chocolate, with a small 
piece of bread. 
| S. Necessity and custom have au- 
Ithorized the'use of lard instead of but- 
ter in the preparation of aU permitted 
foods. 
9. By dispensation, 
the 
use of 


flesh meats is permitted at all meals 
on Sundays and once a day at the 
principal meals 
on 
Mondays, Tues- 


days, Thursdays and Saturdays, with 
the exception of Ember Saturday, the 
last Saturday in Lent. 


10. Persons exempt from the obli- 


gation of fasting, may partake of flesh 
meat at all meals on days when the 
use of meat is permited at the prin- 
cipal meal. 
11. Flesh meat and fish are not to 


be used at the same meal during Lent, 
even on Sundays. 


12. The use of butter, cheese, milk 


and eggs is permitted every- day in 
Lent. 


13. By virtue of an Inclult granted 


by t'ne Holy See, March 15. 1S95, work- 
ingmen and their families are allowed 
the use of flesh meat once a day on 
all fast days 
and 
abstinence days 


throughout the year,, with the excep- 
tion of all Fridays, Ash Wednesday, 
the Wednesday 'and Saturday of Holy 
Week, and 
the "vigil 
of Christmas. 


Those who are.exempt from the obli- 
gation of fasting are permitted to use 
meat more than once a day on all days 
except those before mentioned, name- 
ly: 
Fridays, 
Ash 
Wednesday, 
the 


Wednesday 
and 
Saturday 
of Holy 


Week, and 
t'ne vigil 
of Christmas. 


Those who avail themselves of this 
Indult are not permitted to use flesh

But, until that time 
comes, Japan, nor no other natioii on 
earth can take the Philippines from us, 
That I think you will find is the senti- 
ment of the country.

"Tie appropriations made at the ses- 


sion-of .Congress just ended, for the 
fiscal year closing June 30, 1906, aggre- 
gate SS1S,47S,914, an increase of $37,- 
000,000 over the. appropriations for the 
current fiscal year. 
This increase is 


made up of increased appropriations as 
follows: 
For rivers and harbors, $15,- 


000,000; for postal service, $9,000,000; 
for deficiencies, $5,000,000; for the navy, 
$3,000,000; for collecting customs mider

YOSEM ITE VALLEY. 


"The Tosemlte Pork," said the Sen- 


ator, "haying; been turned over by the 
State o? California . to the 
National 


Government, an Increased appropria- 
tion was secured, aa follows: Regular 
appropriation, $5,400; Increased appro- 
priation, (20,000; for General 
Grant 


and Sequoia groves, $12,000. 


"This money will, of course, be € 


pended for maintenance of the park 
and improvements therein such as may 
seem to be Immediately, necessary.- 


"Without desiring to enter into a dis- 


cussion of the controversy which arose 
over the cession of the valley to the 
National Government, I desire to state 
that I feel the Federal Government will 
not, as has been stated, be niggardly 
in providing funds for the purpose of 
retaining Tosemite in its primeval con- 
dition of beauty, solemnity and maj- 
esty. There must, of course, be some 
innovations but these, which will com- 
prise roads, trails, drives and struc- 
tures, will be calculated to render this 
wonderland more easy of access and to 
supply to the traveler the 
comforts 


which are afforded tourists the world 
over, and which, I am sure, will in no 
manner detract from the grandeur of 
the surroundings. 


CONGRESS WILL BE LIBERAL. 
"I think it is a mistaken idea that, 


hereafter, Congress, in making appro- 
priations for this great natural mar- 
vel of California, will be animated by 
the factional feeling which makes it so 
much a matter of difficulty to secure 
appropriations for rivers, harbors and 
Federal buildings In various narts of 
the country. 
We all know that there 


are numbers of streams -tor and pleas 
for structures for which 
appropria- 


tions are sought which are entirely 
unworthy of notice. These we have to 
fight down. 
It frequently 
happens, 


also that" representatives from 
the 


same State, even, are not able to agree 
on all requests respecting appropria- 
tions for their own State. As a conse- 
quence, these requests for appropria- 
tions simply represent this or that dis- 
trict, and, while they are sometimes 
granted, they are more frequently de- 
nied. 
They do no.t Impress Congress 


with their importance, and, as a con- 
sequence, when they are 
granted, it 


means the representatives of the dis- 
trict has worked long and earnestly.
